LONDON, Aug. 3.—Prime Minister Chamberlain will go to 
Scotland for some fishing soon after parliament adjourns Friday. 
He expected today to be away from Whitehall for three weeks, 
but this depended upon the general foreign situation. 


OBAN, Scotland, Aug. 3—Sir Thomas Inskip, Domin- 
fons secretary, said in a speech today that war is unlikely 
and that the British government has “very good reasons” 


for making such a statement. 


His statement was made a few 
minutes after it was disclosed in 
London that Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain was leaving tomorrow for 
a two weeks vacation. 

Mr. Chamberlain declared in the 
House of Commons yesterday that 
he could see nothing at present 
which might make it necessary for 
parliament to break its two months 
recess which begins tomorrow. 

Speaking at a fete at home of 
Major Duncan MacCallum, pros- 
pective Conservative candidate for 
parliament, Sir Thomas said: 

“You have witnessed and watch- 
ed the growing strength of the na- | 
tion.

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Bon Voyage 


Many strange thoughts must have 
raced through Hon. Charles Dunning's 
mind at the last cabinet meeting. He had 
just resigned as finance minister, feeling 
ill-health did not allow him adequately to 
sustain the burdens and anxieties of his 
office. Prime Minister Mackenzie King re- 
fused to agree. Instead, he gave Mr. 
Dunning extended leave of absence, told 
him to take a long ocean trip, and assured- 
ly spoke for all Canada in praying the holi- 
day would result in a full restoration of 
his physical vigor. Not everyone is valued 
so much that he is kept in an exalted post 
against his wish. 

For Mr. Dunning, the meeting probab- 
ly conjured up memories of an adventur- 
ous career which already ranks as a saga 
in Canadian public life, a legend of de- 
mocracy. 

He may have recalled how he came to 
Canada years ago, a lonely immigrant boy, 
with a few dollars in his pocket and high 
hope in his heart. The money soon was .- 
spent, but his hope still is triumphant and 
unshatterable. He took up a homestead 
miles from the nearest railway. A poor 
lad alone in a strange land, he seemed de- 
stined to plow a bleak furrow the rest of 
his life. 

About ten years later he was the recog- 
nized leader of farmers in his province and 
soon was its premier. Success never spoil- 
ed his honesty. Although he had been mas- 
ter in Saskatchewan he was poor; defeated 
in 1930 in Regina as a federal candidate, 
he was known to be without money. He 
served Canada with honor, and the stain 
of scandal never neared his respected 
name. 

And now the immigrant boy is Can- 
ada’s finance minister. Some may wish the 
years had not touched his courageous pas- 
sion for social reform. They love to think 
of him as of old—plumed knight of the 
west and peerless advocate of the prairies. 
But all admit his efficiency, his unswerv- 
ing devotion to duty, his scorn of ignoble 
ends, and his consuming desire to serve 
Canada, even at the hazard of his own 
health. 

Is there a moral? Surely Mr. Dunning’s 
life is both an inspiration and an example. 
What he did, other young Canadians yet 
may do. The frontiers of achievement can 
be built only by a noble breed, by Can- 
adians able to make their very trials the 
pathway to an honored success. 


A Social Crusader 


A large audience in the Masonic Tem- 
ple Tuesday night heard Mr. Coldwell, 
C.C.F. national chairman, make a frank 
exposition of his party’s case. Much that 
he said may be questioned, but his sincer- 
ity is beyond dispute. 

Here is a little-known story to show 
the sort of man he is. 

At the height of the depression, Mr. 
Coldwell was a Regina alderman. The un- 
employed created a tense problem by re- 
fusing to use their relief tickets at a cer- 
tain downtown cafe, whose food they de- 
scribed as unwholesome. Council squab- 
bled, the unemployed protested, and no- 
thing was done. 

Finally, Mr. Coldwell went into seclu- 
sion for three days, grew a rough beard, 
climbed into a pair of tattered overalls, 
and then, posing as a man on relief, got a 
meal ticket. He went to the impugned cafe 
and found the meal served the unemployed 
unsatisfactory. His dramatic story at the 
next council meeting ended the dispute. 
The relief men won their point. 

When Mr. Coldwell talks of his con- 
cern for the poor, it is more than an ami- 
able phrase with him. Canada could stand 
having more men of his type as its public 
servants, 


Change the Course or Crash 

First reported result of Washington's 
denunciation of the trade treaty of 1911 
was a slump of 10 per cent in Japanese 
sponsored bank notes at Tientsin. Indicat 
ing @ corresponding slump in Japan's al- 
ready badly depleted and shaky 
credit abroad 

The United States is Japan's second 
best customer. British Empire countries 
among them buy more Japanese goods 
than are sold in the United States or any 
other country, Britain, it is already sug- 
gested, may accept the United States’ lead 
and cancel its commercial treaty with 
Japan. If it does, the Dominions and col- 
onies will follow suit. 

Japan cannot buy abroad—even if al- 


very 
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lowed to do so—unless it can sell abroad. 
It has been trying frantically to get credits 
which would enable it to continue to im- 
port the materials it needs for its indus- 
trial concerns and its war supplies—and 
trying in vain. 

And, as further food for thought at 
Tokyo, Secretary Morgenthau says he is 
going to take another look at Japanese 
exports to the United States, to see whe- 
ther countervailing duties should not be 
imposed on the ground that these goods 
are subsidized. 

The action taken at Washington, and 
similar action in contemplation at London, 
faces Japan with the threatened collapse of 
its foreign trade, destruction of what 
credit abroad remains to it, a stoppage of 
supplies for its industries and munitions 
for its armies. 

That is the end of the blind valley up 
which the war-makers have been leading 
Japan; and the end is in sight. Their 
choice now is to abandon the scheme to 
chase all other foreigners and foreign in- 
terests out of China and make that coun- 
try an exclusive field for Japanese exploi- 
tation or to invite the disaster that 
threatens. 


A Welcome Announcement 


The prime minister could have made no 
Statement more welcome than that he 
would try to persuade Lord Tweedsmuir 
to remain as governor-general of Canada 
for another five year term. 

It is no aspersion, either upon his pre- 
decessors or his successor, whoever he 
may be, to say that few men who have fill- 
ed that high office have made so profound 
and admirable an impression upon Cana- 
dians as Baron Tweedsmuir. 

He has gone into remote corners of the 
country never before traversed by gover- 
nor-generals. Citizens of the west never 
can forget his genuine, unfeigned love of 
the prairies, which he is to visit again 
soon. Above all are Canadians grateful 
for the spirit of democracy that has in- 
formed his conduct, both public and priv- 
ate, and brought him into a real partner- 
ship with the people in the moulding of 
their national destiny. 

When Lord Tweedsmuir came here he 
already was known as a great Englishman. 
Whether he decides to stay here for an- 
other term or not, he always will be known 
as a great Canadian by adoption.

The Passing Show 


Hilaire Belloc, in his recent book of verse, 
expresses the hope that people may say of him 
after he is dead: “His sins were scarlet, but his 
books were read.” A recent mention of the 
“twilight sleep” method of obstetrics, and par- 
ticulars furnished by a fellow-writer, J. P. Mc- 
Evoy, have aroused a com- 
forting response. One 
friend sends me a couple 
of articles, one by Dr. 
James Dunlop of Glasgow, and the other by a 
Russian writer in “Moscow News,” both praising 
the maternity methods in force in Soviet Russia. 
Medical care in Russia starts before the baby is 
born, of course. Says Dr. Dunlop, “What struck 
me most in the child welfare clinics I saw in 
Russia was the beautiful spirit that pervaded 
doctors, nurses and patients in these clinics. “I 
was delighted to see that many of the nurses 
were married, and I fully agree with the Rus- 
sians that a married nurse who has had children 
herself 1s more likely to give to babies that lov- 
ing care and attention which they require, than 
highly trained nurses who have never married.” 

Seventy per cent of the doctors in Russian 
hospitals are women, which, as Dr. Dunlop says, 
“is a figure that would be looked at askance in 
this country.” 


ALL KEEN ON 
PAINLESS BIRTH 


we 


Children are wanted by Russia and the aim of 
Soviet medical science in this field, says Andrew 
Voynow in “Moscow News,” is to remove the 
deep, ancient fear of motherhood by instituting 
painless birth methods. Prof. A. Y. Lurye, direc- 
tor of the Sverdlovsk Obstetrical Institute, in 
summing up the results of 
32,000 cases in the province 
of Sverdlovsk in the Urals, 
says that “78 per cent of all 
cases were completely successful—the mothers 
awakened from their slumbers to find their new- 
born babes beside them, but without any trace 
of memory of the actual birth.” 

Of the remaining 22 per cent, Prof. Lurye 
Says: “12 per cent were partially successful; that 
is, the pains were noticeably reduced. The re- 
maining 10 per cent were unsuccessful. Some of 
these are accounted for by the fact that the 
patients did not respond to the sedative admin- 
istered, and stronger applications would have 
been harmful to the child.” 

Other benefits claimed for the painless 
method invoked are “Still births were reduced 
from 2 to 0.2 per cent; loss of blood was reduced 
from 500 to 325 c.c.; cases of temporary asphyxi- 
ation of the child were reduced from 2.9 to 0.7 
per cent; cases of tears in the perineum were 
reduced by 25 per cent and illnesses after birth, 
such as septic infections, were reduced by 20 to 
30 per cent.” 

“Often,” says Prof. Lurye, “the mothers can 
hardly believe that it 1s all over. If it is not their 
first child, but their first experience with pain- 
less births, tears of joy well in their eyes, and 
many of them have grasped their doctor’s hand, 
and pressed it to their lips.” 

Opposition from the conservative members 
of their profession and from those who felt that 
woman was “made” to bear pain, has won over 
most of these by the benefits of the painless birth 
methods, says Prof. Lurye. 
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LESSON FROM 
SOVIET RUSSIA 


Dr. L. A. Miller of Ed- 
monton, comes reproof over the inference that 
painless methods are not used by the profession 
in Edmonton. Writes Dr. Miller, “As a matter of 
fact, the exact procedure that you describe has 
been used very widely and generally here in Ed- 
monton for at least ten years, 
and a somewhat modified 
form of amnesia has been 
used, here and elsewhere, for 
a number of years before that—also with a com- 
plete loss of recollection of what had been going 
on, on the part of the patient.” 

Dr. Miller draws attention to the note 
record of the Royal Alexandra hospital in mater 
nity cas€s, Saying “Terminating about a year ago, 
our own Royal Alexandra hospital had a run of 
about 2,700 consecutive cases in maternity with- 
out a single death. When one realizes that the 
mortality rate in obstetrics the world over is 
anywhere from 4 to 8 per 1,000—well, perhaps 
we also are well in the forefront of advanced 
practice.” 

With very great pleasure I draw attention to 
this admirable reply of Dr. Miller

Muddled Neutrality 


House passage of the Bloom Neutrality Bill 
with the addition of a mandatory embargo on 
arms and munitions to belligerents has become 
after a skimpy and hasty debate largely over- 
shadowed by the greater furor about presidential 
monetary powers and the appropriation for 
relief. Discussion addressed itself to generalized 
exhortations either to “keep América out of war” 
or to “not tie the President's hands” in attempt 
to stave off war by supporting diplomatically 
the other democratic nations, rather than to 
analysis of the provisions of the bill to determine 
how effectively it would suit either purpose. 

Actually it may be doubted whether the 
insertion of the arms embargo section hampers 
the State Department seriously or whether it 
would work much hardship on non-aggressor 
nations with respect to the supplies they might 
wish to draw from America in event of war. 
These supplie¢s would consist far more import- 
antly of airplanes, motortrucks, petroleum 
products, foodstuffs, cotton, metals and other 
raw materials, which might be obtained on the 
eash-and-carry basis, than of finished guns and 
cartridges. 

The more regrettable feature about the 
House debate is the smallness of the contribu- 
tion it has apparently made to the vital object 
of helping America to make up its mind as be- 
tween isolation and co-operation. That vast 
majority of people in the United States are torn 
by a mental contradiction. They want to avoid 
involvement in war, yet their sympathies are 
with the peaceful, democratic nations, and they 
recognize that American interests and safety 
lie ultimately on that side. The extreme close- 
ness of the vote in the House shows this dilemma 
still far from settled. It is to be hoped the debate 
in the Senate will be not merely impassioned 
or time-consuming but enlightening.—Christian 
Science Monitor. 


The Safer Half 


Recent traffic statistics have exploded a pop- 
ular prejudice concerning women and will 
cause chagrin to some people and gratification 
to others. The figures show that women auto- 
mobile drivers are involved in many less acci- 
dents than men. In Ontario last year, of the 
19,800 traffic accidents, the number of females 
involved totalled 1,275; and in 729 fatal acci- 
dents only 34 had women drivers. After allow- 
ing for the sharp differences in the number of 
men and women drivers and in the mileage 
covered by either sex, careful mathematical 
calculations still award the palm to women. 
The accident ratio as between men and women 
drivers is, by the latest scientific count, two to 
one. No longer is it just to sneer, “H’m, a woman 
driver.” The fact is that women drivers do, in 
the mass, observe more caution and practice 
more consideration, which are the chief 
requisites in preventing accidents 

Women are also more careful than men as 
pedestrians. Out of 254 pedestrian fatalities due 
to traffic accidents in Ontario last year 186, or 
73 per cent were men. Of the 3,268 pedestrians 
who were injured in traffic accidents in Ontario 
last year there were 65 per cent more than 


women. Similar evidence comes from the 
United States. The National Safety council 
reports that among that country’s 12,500 


pedestrian deaths last year only 21.9 per cent 
were women. Of their 275,000 non-fatal in- 
jurious accidents among pedestrians 33 per cent 
occurred among women. Both the American 
and Canadian safety officials concur in the 
opinion that women are more “safety conscious.” 
—Toronto Star. 


On This Date - 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

August 3, 1914, was a day of feverish activity 
in official circles in Ottawa. Prime Minister 
Borden, who had been holidaying in Nova 
Scotia, returned on Aug. 1 and, after consultation 
with such of his colleagues as were in Ottawa, 
sent a cable to London promising that “if un- 
happily war should ensue the Canadian people 
will be united in a common resolve to put forth 
every effort and make every sacrifice to ensure 
the integrity and maintain the honor of the em- 
pire.” 

On Aug. 2, the prime minister sent another 
cable welcoming any advice which naval and 
military authorities could giye, especially in 
view of section 69 of the Canadian Militia Act. 
which provided that the active militia could only 
be placed on service beyond Canada “for the 
defence thereof,” and suggesting that regiments 
might enlist as Imperial troops for a stated 
period, Canada to provide equipment, pay and 
maintenance 

On Sunday and Monday, Aug. 2 and 3, the 
Canadian cabinet spent practically the whole 
time in council. The cabinet established censor- 
Ship, declared bank notes lega] tender, author- 
ized excess issue of dominion notes, provided for 
the seizure of enemy ships and prohibited the 
export of certain materials used in war, All this 
was quite illegal, but, as Sir Robert Borden says 
in his memoirs: “The regulations were accepted 
throughout the country as if council had pos- 
sessed the necessary authority,” which authority 
was, of course, given at the special session of 
parliament which met Aug. 18 

Sir Robert tells how a banking panic was 
averted: “The Canadian banks were extremely 
apprehensive of a devastating run upon their 
funds, and it was learned that in several cities 
safety deposit boxes had been secured for the 
purpose of hoarding gold. Any such attempt be- 
came absolutely futile as soon as we decreed that 
bank notes should be legal tender. The anti- 
cipated run on the banks did not take place and 
the preparations for hoarding gold to be with- 
drawn from the banks became utterly useless.”
